DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Sarah E. Sulloway. 
During the summer term the scholars were mostly small, and requir- 
ing a great deal of patience on the part of the teacher. 

At the commencement of the winter term the school was larger 
but rather backward. The school was suddenly closed on aceount 
of the teacher’s health. I did not visit the school at the close there- 
fore cannot report the progress made. 


DISTRICT NO 2. 


Only one term of school in this district. That was taught by My- 
ra H. Haskins. The term was long, consequently considerable ad- 
vancement was made, with a fair degree of thoroughness. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Two terms of school in this district, both taught by Bertha M. 
Flanders with good succes. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Both terms taught by Cora F Dresser. I found good order and 
good lessons in this school, but the terms were too short to expect 
great advancement. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 

Summer and Fall terms taught by Ida M. Danforth. This was 
Miss D’s first term, but she proved herselt to be a thorough scholar, 
good disciplinarian, and with experience bids fair to make a first- 
class teacher, 

Winter term taught by Charles L. Folsom, with a fair degree of 
success. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term taught by Myra H. Haskins. I found the school 
quiet and orderly. 

Fall and winter terms under the care of Warren L. Pettengill. 
The fall term was all that could be desired. He gained the respect 
of his pupils and the approbation of their parents. Winter term now 
in session. 
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DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer term taught by Warren L. Pettengill. A good teacher, 
and, in short, a good school. 

Fall term taught by Katie A. Almond. The school was doing well 
at the commencement. Miss A. was taken suddenly ill near the close 
of the term and no examination was given, but it is reported that the 
pupils made rapid advancement under her instruction. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Both summer and winter terms in charge of Alice R. Ford. This 
was Miss F’s. first experience. The teacher labored hard for the ad- 
vancement of the school, and at the close of the summer term it was 
evident that she had not labored in vain. The winter term was not 
quite as successful, for part of the scholars seemed indifferent in re- 
gard to their studies. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Two terms in this district, both taught by G. F. Pettengill. Mr. 
P. has had charge of this school for several previous terms, which 
may account for its being the most thorough as well as one of the 
most advanced schools in town. The teacher had the hearty cv-op- 
eration of both parents and scholars which is necessary in order to 
have a successful school. 


DISTRICT NO. 12 


Summer term taught by Sarah E. Clough. A good teacher but 
the term was too short to expect much improvement. 
_ Fall term taught by Cora F. Dresser. Miss Dresser gave good 
satisfaction. The school was small and but little interest is taken 
when scholars are late in the morning and irregular in attendance 
but little advance can be expected. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Summer term taught by Katie A. Almond who maintained her for- 
mer high position as a teacher. 

The winter term was in charge of Sam Smith. This is the largest 
school in town. The large number of classes prevented the teacher 
from doing justice to each, but under the circumstances the pupils 
made good progress. The improvement in Grammar was worthy of 
mention.
